In the Month of May or June, 1718, Captain 
Rogers arrived at the Place of his Government, in 
his Majeſty's Ship Aelford, in the Company of ano- 
ther of his Majeſty's Ships, I think the Mermaid; 
and found in Providence Harbour, about 25 Sail of 
Ships and Veſſels, being ſeveral of the Pyrates, 
with their Prizes, the principal of which, were Vane, 
Hornigold, and Burgeſs; Major Bonnet, Major Penner, 
Captain Jennings, Captain Williams, and others were 
cruizing for Prey; the particular Hiſtories of whom 
we ſhall give in their Order, after we have given 
ſome little Account of the Affairs of this Place. 

In the entering of Providence, there happened to bs 
ſome ſmall Miſmanagement, by which the moſt 
notorious Rover eſcaped, which was in this Manner. 
I have before defcribed the Harbour to have two 
Inlets, by means of a ſmall Ifland lying at the 
Mouth ; at each of which; one of the Men of War 
ſhould have failed in; or it they had thought there 
had not been Water enough one Way, for the 
Ship's Draught; a Man of War might have block'd 
up one Paſſage, while the other had entered, and 
brought all the Pyrates to the Terms they required, 
which was only to have accepted of his Majefty's 
Mercy, putfuant to the Proclamation ; but both the 
Men of War going in at the ſame Channel, Fant, 
as ſoon as he perceived them, Slips his Cable, ſets 
Fire to his Prize, ind reſolutely Sails out at the 
other; and notwithſtanding Governor Rogers ſent 
u Boat with the Proclatnation on Board of Fart, he

obfſtinately refuſed to accept of Grace, but fired 
ſeveral Guns at the Man of War, and got clear 
off, thoꝰ he reign'd not long afterwards, as I ſhall 
ſhew in its Place. All the reſt ſurrendred to his 

- Majeſiy's Pardon, and had Certificates given them 
by the Governor, to the Number of between four 
and five hundred. _ | WET 
As ſoon as Captain Rogers had ſettled himſelf in 
his Government, he built a Fort for his Defence, 
and Garriſoned it with the People he found upon 
the Ifland, and the quondam Pyrates he. formed 
into Companies, appointing Officers of thoſe whom 
he moſt confided in, and then ſet about to ſettle a 
Trade with the Spaniards, in the Gulf of Mexico; 
in one of which Voyages, Captain Burgeſs above. 
mentioned, died, and Captain Eornigold, another 
of the famous Pyrates, was Caſt away upon Rocks, 
a great Way from Land, and periſhed, but five 
of his Men got into a Canoe, and were ſav'd. 8 
Captain Rogers, ſent out a Sloop to get Provi- 
ſions, and gave the Command to one John Avugur, 
one of the Pyrates, who had accepted of the Act 
of Grace; in their Voyage they met with two 
Sloops, and John, and his Comrades, not yet for- 
geting their old Buſineſs, made Uſe of their former 
Freedom, and took out of them in Money and 
Goods, to the Value of about 500 l. after this they 
- ſeer'd away for Hiſpaniola, not being ſatisfy'd whe- 
ther the Governor would admit them to carry on 
two Trades at once, and ſo thought to have bidden 
Farewel to the Bahama Iſlands; but as ill Luck would 
have it, they met with a violent Turnado, wherein 

- they loſt their Maſt, and were drove back to one of 

the uninhabited Bahama's, and loſt their Sloop; the 
Men got all aſhore, and lived up and down in the 
Woods, for a little Time, till Governor Rogers 
happening to hear of their Expedition, and won

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d they had got to, ſent out an armed Sloop to the 
v5: aforeſaid Ifland ; the Maſter of which, with good 
l Words, and fair Promiſes, got them on Board, 
8 and brought them all to Providence, being eleben 


Perſons, ten of which were try'd at a Court of Ad- 
miralty, convicted and hanged, by the other's Evi- 
dence, in the Sight of all their former Compa- 
nions, and fellow Thieves. The Criminals, Would 
fain have ſpirited up the pardon'd Pyrates, to 
reſcue them out of the Hands of the Officers of 
Juſtice, telling them, from the Gallows, that, They 
never thought to have ſeen the Time, when ten ſuch Men as 
they, ſhould be ty'd mp, aid hanged like Dogs, and 
four hundred of their ſworn Friends and Companions, quietly 
ſtanding by to behold the Speftacle. One Humphrey Mor- 
rice urged the Matter farther than the ceſt, taxing 
them with Puſilanimity and Cowardice, as if it 
were a Breach of Duty in them not to Riſe, and 
fave them from the ignominious Death they were 
going to ſuffer. But, *twas all in vain, they 
were now told, it was their Buſineſs to turn their 
Minds to another World, and ſincerely to Repent of 
what Wickedneſs they had done in this. Yes, an- 
ſwered one of them, I do heartily Repent; I Repent 
had not done more Miſchief, and that we did not cut the 
Throats of them that took us, and I am extremely ſorry 
that you an't all hang d, as well as we. So do I, ſays 
another. And J, ſays a third; and then they were 
all turned off, without making any other dying 
Speeches, except one Dennis Macarty, who told the 
People, That ſome Friends of his bad often ſaid he ſhould 
die in hys Shoes, but that he would make them Lyars, and 
ſo kicked them off. And thus ended the Lives, 
with their Adventures, of thoſe miſerable Wretches, 
who may ſerve as ſad Examples of the little Efſeck 
Mercy has upon Men once abandon'd to an evil

I have not enquired fo far back, as to know the 
Original of this Rover, but 1 believe he and his 
Gang, were ſome Privateer's Men belonging to the 
Iſland of Jamaica, in the preceeding War; his Story 
is but ſhort, for his Reien was ſo; an End ha- 
ving been put to his Adventures in good Time 


when he was growing ſtrong and formidable. We

It muſt be obſerved, that in rummaging che py⸗ 
rate's Sloop, they found ſeveral Letters and writ- 
ten Papers, which diſcovered the Correſpondence 
betwixt Governor Eden, the Secretary and Col- 
lector, and alſo ſome Fraders at New-York, and 
Black-beard. It is likely he had Regard enough 
for his Friends, to have deſtroy'd theſe Papers 
before the Action, in order to hinder them from 
falling into ſuch Hands, where the Diſcovery would 


be of no Uſe, either to the Intereft or Reputation 


of theſe fine Gentlemen, if it had not been his 
fx d Reſolution, to have blown up altogether, 
when he found no poſſibility of eſcaping. | 

When the Lieutenant came to Bath-Town, he made 
bold to ſeize in the Governor's. Store-Houſe, the

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fixty: Hogſheads of Sugar, and from honeſt Mr? 


Knight, twenty; which it ſeems was their Dividend 
of the Plunder taken in the French Ship; the latter 
did not long ſurvive this ſhameful Diſcovery, for 


being apprehenſive: that he ſhould be call'd to an 


Account for theſe Trifles, fell ſick with the Fright, 
and dy'd in a few Days.

After the wounded Men were pretty well reco- 


vered, the Lieutenant ſail'd back to the Men of 


War, in James River, in Virginia, with Blacł-beards 
Head ſtill hanging at the Bolt-ſprit End, and five- 
teen Priſoners, thirteen of whom were hang'd. 


It appearing upon Tryal, that one of them, wiz, 


Samuel Odell, was taken out of the trading Sloop, 


but the Night before the Engagement. This poor 
Fellow was a little unlucky at his firſt entering up- 
on his new Trade, there appearing no leſs than 70 
Wounds upon him after the Action, notwithſtand- 
ing which, he liv'd, and was cur'd of them all. The 
other Perſon that eſcap'd the Gallows, was ane 
Iſrael Hands, the Maſter of Black-beard's Sloop, and 
formerly Captain of the ſame, before the Ozem 
Ann's Revenge was loſt in Topſail Inlet. 7 
The aforeſaid Hands happened not to be. in the 
Fight, but was taken afterwards aſhore at Barh- 
Town, having been ſometime before diſabled by 
Black-beard, in one of his ſavage Humours, after

the following Manner. — One Night drinking in 


his Cabin with Hands, the Pilot, and another Man; 
Black-beard without any Provocation privately draws 
out a {mall Pair of Piſtols, and cocks them under 
the Table, which being perceiv'd by the Man, he 
withdrew, and went upon Deck, leaving Hands, 
the Pilot, and the Captain together. When the

but juſt as he was about to be executed, a 
Ship arrives at Virginia with a Proclamation for 
prolonging, the Time of his Majeſty's Pardon, to 
ſuch of the Pyrates as ſhould Hr bhder by a limi- 
ted Time therein expreſſed : Notwithſtanding the 
Sentence, Hands pleaded the Pardon, and was al- 
lowed the Benefit of it, and is alive at this Time in 
London, begging his Bread. | 
Now that we have given ſome Account of Tharch's 
Life and Actions, it will not be amiſs, that we 
ſpeak of his Beard, ſince it did not a. lictle contri- ö 
bute towards making his Name ſo terrible in thoſe. 
Parts. 

Plutarch, and other grave Hiftorians, have taken 
Notice, that ſeveral great Men amongft the Ro- 
mant, took their Sir-Names from certain odd Marks 
in their Countenances ; as Cicero, from a Mark or 
Vetch on his Noſe ; ſ our Heroe, Captain Thatch, 
aſſumed the Cognomen of Black- beard, from chat 
large Quantity of Hair, which like a frightful Me- 
teor, covered his whole Face, and frightn'd Ame- 
rica, more than any Comet that has appear'd there 
a long Time. | 

This Beard was black, which he ſuffered to grow 
of an extravagant Length; as to Breadth, it came 
up to his Eyes; he was accuſtomed to twiſt it with 

Ribbons, in ſmall Tails, after the Manner of our 

Ramellies Wigs, and turn them about his Ears: In 
Time of Action, he wore a Sling over his Shoulders, 
with three brace of Piſtols, hanging in Holfters 
like Bandaliers; he wore a Fur-Cap, and ſtuck a 
lighted Match on each Side, under it, which ap- 
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pearing on each ſide his Face, his Eyes auaturally 
looking Fierce and Wild, made him altogether 
ſuch a Figure, that Imagination cannot form an 
Idea of a Fury, . Hell, to look more 
Frightful.' 
If he had the look of a Fury, his Rasa and 
Paſſions, were ſuitable to it; we ſhall relate two 
or three more of his Extravagancies, which we 
omitted in the Body of his Hiſtory, by which it 
will appear, to what a pitch of Wickedneſs, hu- 
man Nature may arrive, if it's Paſſions are: not 
check'd..: 
In the Commonwealth of Pyrates, he who goes 
the greateſt length of Wickedneſs, is looked upon 
with a kind of Envy amongſt them, as a Perſon ot 
a more extraordinary Gallantry, and is thereby 
entitled to be diſtinguiſhed by ſome Poſt, and it 
' ſuch a one has but Courage, he muſt certainly be 
a great Man. The Hero of whom. we are writing 
11 was thoroughly accompliſhed this Way, and ſome 
* of his Frolicks of Wickedueſs, were ſo extrava- 
„ gant, as if he aim'd at making his Men believe he 
1 was a Devil incarnate; for being one Day at Sea, 
wet and a little fluſhed with drink : : —— Come, ſays he, 
11 let us make a Hell of our own, and try how long we can 
wn bear it; accordingly he, with two or three others, 
= went down into the Hold, and cloſing up all the 
m Hatches, fill'd ſeveral pots full of Brimſtone, and 
other combuſtible Matter, and ſet it on Fire, and 
ſo continued till they were almoſt ſuffocated, when 
= ſome of the Men cried out for Air; at length he 
8 open'd the Hatches, not a little pleaſed that h 
1 held out the longeſt.

IM drank the whole Night, with ſome of his own 
= Men, and the Maſter of a Merchant-Man, and has 
ving had Intelligence of the two Sloops coming A

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attack him, as has been before obſerved; one ot 
his Men ask d him, in Caſe any thing. ſhould hap- 

n to him in the Engagement, with the Sloops, 
whether his Wife knew where he had buried His 
Money? He anſwered, That no Body but himſelf, and 
the Devil, knew where it was, and the longeſt Liver ſhould 
take all. nun c 

Thoſe of his Crew who were taken alive, told 
a Story which may appear a little incredible; 
however, we think it will not be fair to omit it, 
fince we had it from their own Mouths, That 
once upon a Cruiſe, they found out, that they had 
2 Man on Board more than their Crew ; ſuch a one 
was ſeen ſeveral Days amongſt them, . ſometimes 
below, and ſometimes upon Deck, yet no Man in 
the Ship could give an Account who he was, or 
from whence he came; but that he diſappeard a 
little before they were caſt away in their great 
Ship, as has been related in the Hiſtory. of Bonnet; 
but, it ſeems, they all verily believed it was the 
Devil. FIT | 

One would think, theſe Things ſhould induce 
them to reform their Lives, but ſo mary Repro- 
bates together, encouraged and ſpirited one ano- 
ther up in their Wickedneſs, to which a conti- 
nual Courſe of drinking did not a little contribute; 
for in Black-beard's journal, which. was taken, 
there were ſeveral Memorandums of the follow-' 
ing Nature, found writ with his own Hand. 
Such a Day, Rum all out : —— Our Company ſomewhat 
fober : — A damn d Confuſion amongſt us! —— Rogues 
a plotting; — great Talk of Separation. So I look'd 
ſharp for a Prixe; — ſuch a Day, took one, with a great 
deal of Liquor on Board, ſo kept the Company hot, damm d 
hot, then all Things went well again. EDO 

Thus it was theſe Wretches paſs'd their Lives, 
with very little Pleaſure or Satisfaction, in the

There were in the Pyrate Sloop, and aſhore in a 
Tent, near where the Sloop lay, 25 Hogſheads of 
Sugar, 11 Teirces, and 145 Bags of Cocoa, a 
Barrel of Indigo, and a Bale of Cotton; which, 
with what was taken from the Governor and Se- 
cretary, and the Sale of the Sloop, came to 2500 l. 
beſides the Rewards paid by the Governor of Vir- 
£inia, purſuant to his Proclamation ; all which was 
divided among the Companies of the two Ships, 
Lime and Pearl, that lay in James River; the brave 
Fellows that took them coming in for no wore than 


their Dividend amongſt the "_ 
CH AP! 
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Captain Charles Va ane, 
And his C. R E W. 

Harles Vane was one of thoſe, We ſtole away 
the Silver which the Spaniards had fiſhed up 
from the Wrecks of the Galleons, in the 

Gulph of Florida, and was at Providence (as has 
been before hinted) when Governor Rogers arrived 
there, with two Men of War. 5 

All the Pyrates who were found at this Colony 
of Rogues, ſubmitted, and received Certificates of 
their Pardon, except Captain Vane and his Crew; 
who, as ſoon as they ſaw the Men of War enter, 
flipped their Cable, ſet Fire to a Prize they had in 
the Harbour, and failed out with their Pyratical 
Colours flying, firing at one of the Meu of War, 
as they went off. 

Two Days after they were out, they met with 
a Sloop belonging to Barbadoes, which they made 
Prize of, and kept the Veſſel for their own Uſe, 
putting aboard five and twenty Hands, with one 
Yeats to Command them. A Day or two aſter- 

wards they fell in with a ſmall interlopiag Trader, 
with a Quantity of Spaniſh Pieces of E12ht abo⸗ d, 
bound into Providence, calbd the John and Elizabeth, 
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which they alſo took along with them. With 
theſe two Sloops, Yare went to a ſmall Hang and 
cleaned ; where they mared their Booty, and Then 
ſome Time in a riotous manner of Living, as 18 
the Cuſtom of the Pyrates. 

The latter End of #1ay 1718, they Gird; - and 
being in want of Proviſions, they beat up for the 
Windward Iſlands, and met with a Spaniſh Sloop 
bound from Porto Rice to the Havana, which they 
burnt, and ſtowed the Spaniards in a Boat, and left 
them to get to the Ifland, by the light of theit Veſ- 
ſel. But ſteering between St, Chriftophers and Au- 
guilla, they fell in with a Brigantine od a Sloop, 
with the Cargo they wanted; from whom they 
got Proviſions for Sex-Store. * 

Sometime after this, ſtanding to the Northward, 
in the Track the Old-England Ships take in their 
Voyage to the American Colonies, they took es | 
vera] Ships and Veſſels, which they plundered of.

The latter End of An guſt, Vane, with his Conſorh 
Teats, came off South Carolina, and took a Ship bes 
longing to Ipſwich, one Caggerſhall Commander, laden 
with Logwood, which was thought convenient 
enough for their own Buſineſs, and therefore order- 
ed their Priſoners to work, and throw all the La- 
ding over-board; but when they had more than 
Half cleared the Ship, the Whim changed, and 
then they would not have her; ſo Coggerſhall 
had his Ship again, and he was ſuffered to pur ſue 
his Voyage home. In this Cruize, the Rover took 
ſeveral other Ships and Veſſels, particularly 2 
Sloop from Barbadoes, Dill Maſter: a ſmall Ship 
from Antegoa, Cock Maſter ; a Sloop belonging to 
Curacoa, Richards Maſter ; and a large Brigantine, 
Captain Thompſon, from. Guiney, with ninety odd 
Negroes aboard. The Pyrates plundered them all 
ang let them 80, putting the Negroes out of the 
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- Brigantine aboard of Tears's Veſſel, by which Means | 


they came back again to the right Owners. 
For Captain Fane, having always treated his 
Conſort with very little Reſpect, aſſuming a Supe- 
riority over Teats and his ſmall Crew, and regard- 
ing the Veſſel but as a Tender to his own ; gave 


them a Diſguſt, who thought themſelves as good 


Pyrates and as great Rogues as the beſt of them; 
ſo they caball'd together, and reſolved to take the 
firſt Opportunity to leave the Company ; and accept- 
of his Majeſty*s Pardon, or ſet up for themſelves, 


either of which they thought more honourable than | 


to be Servants to, the former; but the putting 
aboard ſo many Negroes, where there were ſo few 
Hands to take Care of them, very much enraged 
them, though they thought fit to conceal or Rifle 


their Reſentments at that Time. 


A Day or two afterwards, the Pyrates lying off 
at Anchor, Yeats in the Evening flip'd his Cable, 


and put his Veſſel under Sail, ſtanding into the 


Shore; which when Vane ſaw, he was highly pro- 
voked, and got his Sloop under Sail to chaſe his 
Conſort, who he plainly perceived, had a Mind to 
have no further Affairs with him: Vane's Brigan- 
tine ſailed beſt, he gained ground of Teats, and 
would certainly have come up with him, had he 
had a little longer Run for it; but he juſt got over 
the Bar, when Vane come within Gun-Shot of him,

no Damage,) and ſo took Leave of him. | 

' Neats came into North Ediſto River, about ten

away. From hence they reſolved on a Cruize be- 


tween Cape Meiſe and Cape Nicholas, where they 
ſpent ſome Time, without ſeeing or ſpeaking with 
any Veſſel, till the latter End of November, they 
fell upon a Ship, which 'cwas expeited would have 
ſtruck as ſoon as their black Colours were hoiſted 
but ififtead of that, ſhe delivered a Broadſide upon 
the Pyrate, and hoiſted Colours, which ſhewed her 
to be a French Man of War.

Rackam was well ſeconded, and the Majority 
was for boarding ; but Vane urged,” that it was too 
raſb and deſperate an Enterprize, the Man of Mar ap- 
pearing to be twice their Force; and that their Brigan- 
tine might be ſunk- by her, before they could reach aboard, 
The Mate, one Robert Deal was of YVane's Opinion, 
as were about fifteen more, and all the reſt joined 
with Rackam the Quarter-Maſter. At length the 
Captain made Uſe of his Power, to determine this 
Ditpute, which in theſe Caſes, is abſolute and un- 
controulable, by their own Laws, viz. in fighting, 
chacing, or being chaſed ; in all other Matters what- 
ever, he is governed by the Majority; ſo the 
Brigantine having the Heels, as they term it, of 
the Fench Man, ſhe came clear off.

Iſland called Barnacko, and there cleaned, meeting

In February, Vane ſaibd from Barnacko, in order 
for a Cruize; but ſome. Days after he was out, a 
violent Turnado overtook him, which ſeparated 
him from his Conſort, and after two Days Diſtreſs, 
threw his Sloop upon a ſmall uninhabited Iſland, 
near the Bay of Honduras, where ſhe was ſtaved to 
Pieces, and moſt of her Men drowned: Vane him- 
ſelf was ſaved, but reduced to great Streights, for 
want of Neceſſaries, having no Opportunity to get 
any Thing from the Wreck.

After this Cruize, they wg into a Gnall Iland | 
and cleaned, and ſpent their Chriſtmas aſhore, drink- 
ing and carouſing as long as they had any Liquor 
lett, and then. went. to Sea again for more, where 
they ſucceeded but too wel}, tho? they took no 
extraordinary Prize, for above two Months, ex- 
cept a Slip laden with Thieves from MNewgare, 
bound for the Plantations, which in few Days, was 
retaken with all her Cargo, by an nl Man 
of War. 

What became of Rackham after this; for above. a 
twelve Month, I have not been able to. diſcover; 
it is my Opinion, he was either chaſed aſhore, 
by ſome ſuperiour Force, or caſt by Diſtreſs upon 
one of the {mal} uninhabited Iſlands; where he re- 

mained till he found an Opportunity to get off; for 
I find him in Auguſt 17204 upon The Coaſt of Ja- 
maica, in a {mall Sloop, with a few. Hands, ſcour- 
ing the Harbours and Inlets, on the North and 
Weſt Part of it, among the Fiſhermen and ſmall - 
Craft, which was but low Game for him to 
run at. 

In the Beginning of September, they took . 
or eight Fiſhing-Boots in Harbour Iſiand, ſtole their 
Nets and other Tackle, and then went off the 
French Part of Hiſpaniola, and landed, and took 
Cattle away, with two, or three French Men they 
found near the Water-Side, hunting of wild Hogs 


W in the Evening: The French Men came on Board, 


whether by Conſent or Compulſion, I can't lay. 


They afterwards plundered' two Sloops, and re- 


turned to Jamaica, on the North Coaſt of which 
Hand, near Porto Maria Bay, they took a Scooner, 
Thomas Spenlow Maſter ; it was then the .rgth 2 
Ottober. The next Day, Rackam ſeeing a Slog 
Dry Harbour Bay, he ſtood in, and fired a

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the Men all run aſhore, and he took the Sloop 
and Lading, but when thoſe aſhore found them tv 80 
Pytates, they hailed the Sloop, and let them know 
they were all willing to come aboard of them. 
Rackam's coaſting the Iſland in this Manner, pro- 
ved fatal to him, for Intelligence came to the Go- 
vernor, of his Expedition, by a Canoa which he 
had ſurprized aſhore, in Ocho Bay ; upon which a 
Sloop was immediately fitted out, and ſent round 
the Iſland, in queſt of him, commanded by Cap- 
tain Barnet, with a good Number of Hands. Re 
ckam rounding the Iſland, and drawin 555 near the 
Weſtermoſt Point, called Point Negril, ſaw a ſmall 
Pettiauger, which at ſight of 145 £1oop, went 
aſhore and landed her Men; when one of them 
hailed her, Anſwer was made, "They were 'Englith 
Men, and deſired the Pettiauger” s Men to come on 
Board, and drink a Bow! of Punch, which they 
were prevailed upon to do; accordingly the Com- 
pany came all aboard of the Pyrate, conſiſting of 
nine ' Perſons, in an ill Hour; they were armed 
with Muskets and Cutlaſhes, but, what was their 
real Deſign by ſo doing, I ſhall not take upon me 
to ſay; but they had no ſooner laid down their 
Arms, and taten up their Pipes, but Barnet's Sloop, 
which was in Purſuit of Rackam's, came in Sight. 
The Pyrates finding ſhe ſtood directly towards 
her, fear'd the Event, and weighed their Anchor, 
which they but lately let go, and ſwod off: Cap- 
tain Barnet gave them Chace, and having the Ad. 
vantace of little Breezes of Wind, which blew off 
the Land, came up with her, and, after a very 
ſmall Diſpute, took her, and brought her into Port 
Royal, in Jamaica: 
In about a Fortnight after the Priſoners whe 
brought aſhore, wiz. November 18, 1720, a Court

Both the Pyrate Ships fell upon the Caſſandra, N 
whom ſhe fought for ſome Time, till finding her 
ſelf over- powered, and being near the Shore, (he.

Men eſcaped to the Iſland, and fled up into the 

Woods, not.caring to truft themſelves in the Hands 
of thoſe, who are reſtrained by no Laws, either hu- 
mane or divine: 

The Pyrates took poſſeſſion of the Ship P, = 
ſoon. after received a Meſſage from Captain AMack- 
ray, the Purport of which, was, to deſire them to 
return his Ship to him, after they had plundered

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willing to do, but puting the Queſtion to a Vote, 
it paſſed in the Negative among them; however, 
they gave him their ſmalleſt Py rate Ship, and 30 
Bales of Cloath, and the Captain and his Men

The Pyrates went into Madagaſcar, and refited 
the Caſſandra, which was pretty much torn in the 
Engagement, mounted 46 Guns aboard her, the 
Royal James having then 34; they ſtayed here till 
the Beginning of the new Year 1721, and then 
put to Sea, ſteering their. Courſe back to the 
Eaſt-Indies, for the Gulph of Bengal. They came 
off our Company's principal Settlement, at the 
Time that three ſtout Ships were ready for 
their Voyage. to Europe; and cruiſing there, fome 
Time, block'd up the Harbour ; till at length 
the India Men came to a Reſolution to fight the 
Pyrates, and accordingly failed out: The Pyrates 
received them, and a ſmall Skirmiſh enſued, but 
the India Ships, as ſoon as they found they had 
got the Heels, of the others, made thoſe as uſe- 
ful as they could to them, and very gallantly ran 
away from the Rovers. ' ©. a 
From Fort St. George, England ſtood along the 
Coaſt of Coromondel, and took two or three ſmall 
Ships that were Trading from Port to Port, to 
make up the Lading for the European Ships. They 
ranged from Coaſt to Coaſt, from the Ganges to 
the Straits of Malaca, and met with ſeveral Veſſels 
with Muſlins, Silks, and ſuch hike Wares, which

They came too in the Evening, and was aluted 
from the Shote with a few —— which ſurpriged 
the Pyrates, not imagining any Fortification to Be 
there; they anchored — off for that Night, 
and perceiving. in the Morning a ſmall Fort of R

This was aà Settlement the Dutch had planted 
not many Months before, but never troubled 
themſelves about them afterwards, nor ſent them 
any Relief; there were 150 Men there at firſt, but 
dwindled away by Sickneſs and Caſualties, ſo that 
I judge that there's hardly any of them left at this 
Time: Sixteen of them petitioned co be taken a- 
board the Pyrates, which, with ſome DANCES 

was granted, 

There was found in this Ship lo great a - 
ſure, that it put the old Pyrates beſide all 
Thoughts of purſuing any more ſuch like Adven- 
tures; which, added to their former Plunder, made 
A very great Stim together, and conſiſted chiefly 
in rough Diamonds, hard Dollars, Gold Croſſes, 
and other Trinkets ; fine Muſlins, Chintſes, and 
ſuch Things, they efteemed no: more than Rags, 
or uſeleſs Lumber, beſtowing a great Quantity 
upon the poor half-ftarved Durch Men at this Place, 
who traffickꝰd with other Ships that put in there 
afterwards, for Proviſions and Neceſſaries, at the 
Rate of about three Farthings a Vard En UD. 
They could not all come to a Re olution of 
quitting that Courſe of Life, wherein they had met 
with ſo much Succeſs, and therefore they came 
to an Agreement, that all thoſe who were for going 
home and making their Peace, ſhould have the l iber- 
ty of doing it, and one of the Ships for that Pur- 
poſe; and thoſe that had a Mind to ſtay ——

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might remain in the other. Accordingly they put 
to Sea about, Chriſtmas, 1722, parted the Com- 
pany; and about 50, or mare, c in the gs: > 1 
to the Ne- Indien.

At Hiſpaniola, they: fell in Company with one 
of our. Men of War,: and anchored by her three 
Weeks, till they ſent a Meſſage to the Governor 
of Jamaica, to whom they offered to ſurrender if 
they might have a Pardon for their Lives. The 
Governor ſent back an obliging Anſwer, but told 
them, it was not in his Power to make Terms with them; 
that they ſhould be very well received, and have their Lis 
berty in the Iſland, till he had an Anſwer from the Govern- 
ment of England. But this did not ſatisfy them, 
they thought his Graces Civility was no Security 
againſt the Letter of the Law; and therefore they 
weighed in a. peaceable Manner, and failed, direitly 
to Porto Bello. | 

There was then (as I was told) an Indemnity 
offer'd on the Part of the King of Spain, to ſuch Py- 
rates as ſhould ſurrender by a limited Time, where- 
of five Weeks, and no more, was.yet to come, when 
they arrived at that Government; and, 1,pon their 
Application, they were all receiv'd to Mercy. 

Here they ſat down to ſpend the Fruits of their 
diſhoneſt Induſtry, dividing the Spoil and Plunder 
of their Fellow-Creatures among themſelves, with- 
out the leaſt Compunction or Remorſe for what they 
had done; ſatisfy ing their Conſcienees with this 
Salvo, that other People would have done the ſame 
Things; if they had had equal Courage, and the 
ke Opportunities. And, I can't fay, but that if 
they had known what was doing in England, 
at the ſame Time, by the South-Sea Direttors, 
and other Perſons, they would certainly have had 
this Reflection for their Conſolation, viz. That what- 
ever Murthers and Robberies they had committed, they were 
prot rhe greateſi Villains that were then (eng in the Worlg, 
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Of Capt. ENGLAND. mag 
The Value that was put upon the Spoil at Porto 
Bello, was (if. I .am..rightly inform d) about three 
hundred thouſand Pound; a conſiderable Sharg of 
which (ſome ſay, a fourth Part) the Spaniſh Gover- 
nor was complimented with; but, no doubt, had 
the Cargo been brought to a | good Market, it 
would have produced a far greater Sum, there be- 
ing a vaſt Quantity of Diamonds that came into 
their Hands in a Way of Dealing, by which they 
could make no tolerable Judgment of their Value. 
It is to be conſider'd; that the other Part of the 
Crew which went off from them after they came 
out of Delago, divided with them, and carried away _ 
half the Wealth, which, if it had been brought 
all together into England, could not have amounted 
to leſs, at a moderate Computation, than a Mil- 
lion and half Sterling. But what was ſquander'd 
away in the ſix Years of Action of this Crew, 
incredible; alſo the Ravages and Deſtruction. they 
conſtantly made of Merchandizes, which, tho' it 
ſtood them in no Stead, was yet of Loſs to the 
Owners, proportionable to their Price; all which 
we may very well ſet down at a Million more. A 
great Sum indeed ! and yet the Sum total will new, 
that theſe have been but puny Thieves, when com- 
ons to an equal Number within the Bills of Mor- 
What Courſes theſe Fellows may take next, is 
uncertain, for they do not ſeem reſolved to take 
up their Habitation there long; and ſeveral of them 
have already left the Country. I know of eight of 
them, that, upon Pretence of being caſt away, ob- 
tain'd a Paſſage in a trading Sloop to Jamaica, be- 
longing to the South-Sea Company; and one of them 
ſhipp'd himſelf at that Iſland for London, and arri- 
ved here not many Weeks ago; and others, no 
doubt, will trip home hereafter in the like Manner.

Davis propoſed to the Crew, whether the wer

They kn 
that Part of their Cargoe was configned; to cel 
Merchants at Barbadoes, wherefore the 
for that Iſland. When they arrived, th Vited 
to theſe Merchants the unfortunate Death of Stin- 
ner, and the Propoſal which had been made to them 
by Davis; upon which, Davis was ſeized and com- 
mitted to Priſon, where he was kept three Months;

Iſland; but he was again diſappointed, for when 
he arrived there, the Pyrates had newly ſurren- 
dered to Captain Woods Rogers, and accepted of the 
Act of Grace, which he had juſt brought from

However, Davis was not long out of Buſineſs, 
for Captain Rogers having fitted out two Sloops 
for Trade, one called the Buck, the other the Mum- 
1 Trader; Davis found an Employment on Board

of one of them; the Lading of theſe Sloops was of 


conſiderable Value, conſiſting of European Goods, in 


order to be exchanged with the French and Spaniards; 
and many of the Hands on Board of them, were 
the Pyrates lately come in upon the late Act of 
Grace. The firſt Place they touched at, was the 
. Hland of Martinico, belonging to the French, where 
Davis having conſpired with ſome others, riſe in 
5 5 Night, ſecured the Maſter and ſeized the 


**Sloop; as on as this was done, they called to 


pleaſed, Davis having firſt taken out of her, every 
Thing which he thought might be of Uſe. 
After this, a Counſel of War was called, over a 
large Bowl of Punch, at which it was propoſed to 
chuſe a Commander; the Election was ſoon over, 
for it fell upon Davis by a great Majority of legal 
Pollers, there was no Scrutiny demanded, for all 
acquieſced in the Choice: As ſoon as he was poſſeſs 
of his Command, he drew up Articles, which were 
ſigned and ſworn to by himſelf and the reſt, then

Here they cleaned with much Difficulty, for they | 
had no. Carpenter in their Company, a Perſon of 
great Uſe upon ſuch Exigencies z from hence they _ 
put tO Sea, making to the North-Side of the Iſland 
of Hiſpaniola. The. firſt Sail which fell in their 
Way, was a French Ship of twelve Guns; It muſt 
be obſerved, that Davis had but thirty five Hands, 
yet Proviſions began to grow ſhort with him; 
wherefore he attacked this Ship, ſhe ſoon ſtruck, 
and he ſent twelve of his, Hands on Board of her, 
in order to plunder : This was no ſooner done, bur 
a Sail was ſpied a great Way to Windward ot them; 
| they enquired, of the French-Man what. ſhe might © 
be, he anſwered, that he had ſpoke with a Ship, 
the Day before, of twenty four Guns and ſixty 
Men, and he took this to be the ſame. _ 4 
Davis then propoſed. to his Men to attack her, 
telling them, ſhe would be a rare Ship for their 
Uſe, but they looked upon it to be an extravagant 
Attempt, and diſcovered no Fondneſs for it, but 
he aſſured them he had a Stratagem in his Head 
would make all ſafe; wherefore he gave Chace, 
and ordered his Prize to do the ſame. The Prize 
being a flow Sailor, Davis firſt came up with the 
Enemy, and ſtanding along: Side of them, ſhew'd 
his pyratical Colours: They, much ſurprized, call'd 
to Davis, telling him, they wondered at his Im- 
pudence in venturing to come ſo near them, and 
ordered him to ſtrike; but he anſwered, that he in- 
tended to keep them in play, till his Conſort came 
up, who was able to deal with them, and that if they 
did not ſtrike to him, they ſhould have but had 
Quarters ; whereupon he gave them a Broad-Side, 
which they returned. 
In the mean Time the Prize drew near, who 
obliged all the Priſoners to come upon Deck in 
white Shirts, to make a Shew of Force, as they had 
been directed by Davis; they alſo hoiſted a dirty

intimidated by this Appearance of Force, that they 
ſtruck. Davis called out to the Captain to come on 
Board of him, with twenty of his Hands; he did 
10, and they were all for 26 greater Security clapt 
into Trons, the Captain excepted : Then he ſent 
four of his own Men on Board the firſt Prize, and 
in order ftill to carry on the Cheat, ſpoke aloud, 
that they ſhould give his Service to the Captain, 
and deſire him to ſend ſome Hands on Board the 
Prize, to ſee what they had got; but at the ſame 
Time gave them a written Paper, with Inſtructions 
what to do. Here he ordered them to nail up the 
Guns in the little Prize, to take out all the ſmall 
Arms and Powder, and to go every Man of them 
on Board the ſecond Prize; when this was done, 
he ordered that more of the Prifoners ſhould be 
removed out of the great Prize, into the little 
one, by which he ſecured himſelf from any At- 
tempt which might be feared from their Nambers; 
for thoſe on Board of him were faſt in Irons, and 
thoſe in the little Prize had neither Arms ror Am- 

munition. 5 8 
Thus the three Ships kept Company for two Days, 
when finding the great Prize to be a very dull Sai- 
lor, he thought ſhe would not be fit for his Pur- 
pole, wherefore he reſolved to reſtore her to the 
Captain, with all his Hands; but firſt, he took 
Care to take out all her Ammunition, and every 
Thing elſe which he might poſſibly want. The 
French Captain was in ſuch a Rage, at being ſo out- 
witted, that when he got on Board his own Ship, 
he was going to throw himſelf over-board, but was 

prevented by his Men. | 

Having let go both his Prizes, he ſteered North- 
ward, in which Courſe he tock a ſmall Spaniſh Sloop; 
atter this, he made towards the Weſtern un., 
E %%% Lena 
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ſteered for the Cape de Verde Iſlands, they caſt An- 
chor at St. Nicholas, hoiſting Engliſh Colours; the 


Portugueſe inhabiting there, took him for an Engliſh 


Privateer, and Davis going aſhore, they both treat- 
ed him very .civilly, and alſo traded with him. 
Here he remained five Weeks, in which Time, he 
and half his Crew, for their Pleaſure, took a Jour- 
ney to the chief Town of the Iſland, which was 
nineteen Miles up the Country : Davis making a 


good Appearance, was careſſed by the Governor 


and the Inhabitanrs, and no Diverſion was wanting 
which the Portugueſe could Shew, or Money could 


Purchaſe ; after about a Weeks Stay, he came back 


to the Ship, and the reſt of the Crew went to 
take their Pleaſure up to the Town, in their Turn. 

At their Return they clean'd their Ship, and put 
to Sea, but not with their whole Company ; for 
five of them, like Hannibal's Men, were ſo charm'd 
with the Luxuries of the Place, and the free Con- 
verſation of ſome Women, that they ſtaid behind; 
and one of them, whoſe Name was Charles Franklin, 
a Monmouthſhire Man, married and ſettled himſelf, 
and lives there to this Day. | 

From hence they ſailed to Boneviſta, and looked 
into that Harbour, but finding nothing, they ſteer'd 
for the Ifle of Alay: When they arrived here, they 
met with a great many Ships and Veſſels in the 
Road, all which they plunder'd, taking out of them 
whatever they wanted; and alſo ſtrengthen'd them- 
ſelves with a great many freſh Hands, who moſt 


of them enter*d voluntarily. One of the Ships they 


took to their own Uſe, mounted her with twenty 
ſix Guns, and call'd her the King James. There be- 
ing no freſh Water hereabouts, they made towards 
St. Jago, belonging to the Portugueſe, in order to lay 
n a Store; Davis, with a few Hands, going aſhore 
to find the moſt commodious Place to water at, the

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but met with no Booty thereabouts; then he 
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_ *Governor, with ſome Attendants, came himſelf ang 
examined who they were, and whence they came? 
and not liking-Davis's Accountof himſelf, the Gover. 
nor was ſo plain to tell them, he ſuſpected them to 
be Pyxrates. Davis ſeem'd mightily affronted, ftan. 

ö ding much upon his Honour, replying to the Gover. 

3 nor he ſcorn'd his Words; however, as ſoon as his 

1 Back was turn'd, for fear of Accidents, he got on 

Board again as faſt as he could. Davis related what 

had happen'd, and his Men ſeem'd to reſent the Af. 

front which had been offer'd him. Davis, upon this, 
told them, he wasconfident he could ſurprize the Fort 
in the Night; they agreed with him to attempt it, and 
accordingly, when it grew late, they went aſhore 
} well arm'd ; and the Guard which was kept, was ſo 

þ negligent, that they got within the Fort before any 
{ Alarm was given : When it was too late there waz 
ſome little Reſiſtance made, and three Men kilpd 

on Davis's Side. Thoſe in the Fort, in their Hur- 

ry, run into the Governor's Houſe to ſave them- 

' ſelves, which they barricaded ſo ſtrongly, that Da- 

vis party could not enter it; however, they threw 
| in Granadoe-Shells, which not only ruin'd all the 

s > Furniture, but kill'd ſeveral Men within. 

F When it was Day the whole Country was alarm'd, 
= and came to attack the Pyrates ; wherefore it not

Haviag put to Sea they muſter'd their Hands,

q giffering in their Opinions, they divided, and by a

131 
employ'd in that Trade, was acquainted with the 
Coaſt: He told them, that there was a great Deal 
of Money always kept in Gambia Caftle, and that it 
would be worth their while to make an Attempt” 
upon it. They ask'd him how it was poſſible; ſince 
it was garriſon'd ? He deſir'd they would leave the 
Management of it to him, and he would undertake 
to make them Maſters of it. They began now to 
cmceive ſo high an Opinion of his Conduct, as well 
as Courage, that they thought nothing impoſſible 
to him, therefore they agreed to obey him, without 
enquiring further into his Deſign. - + 

Having come within Sight of the Place, he or- 
der'd all his Men under Deck, except as many as 
were abſolutely neceſſary for working the Ship, 
that thoſe from the Fort ſeeing a Ship with ſo few 
Hands, might have no Suſpicion of her being any 
other than a trading Veſſel ;, then he ran cloſe un- 
der the Fort, and there caſt Anchor, and having 
ordered. out the Boat, he commanded. ſix Men in 
her, in old ordinary Jackets, while he himſelf, with 
the Maſter and Dottor, dreſſed themſelves like 
Gentlemen ; his Deſign being, that the Men ſhould 
loak like common Sailors, and they like Merchants. 
In rowing aſhore he gave his Men Inftruttions 
what to ſay. in Caſe any Queſtions ſhould be ask- 


ed them. 


Being come to the landing Place, he was recei- 
ved by a File of Muſqueteers, and conducted into 
the Fort, where the Governor accofting them civil- 
ly, ask'd them who they were, and whence they 
came? They anſwered they were of Liverpool, 
bound for the River of Sinnegal, to trade for Gum 
and Elephant's Teeth, but that they were chaced 
on that Coaſt by two French Men of War, and nar- 
rowly eſcaped being taken, having a little the 
Heels of them; but now they were relolved to 
make the beſt of a bad Market, and would Trade 
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here for Se f thin the GuvEriis! 10 them, 
.what was the Chief of their Cargoe ? They anſwer-' 
ed, Iron and Plate, which were good Things 
there; The Governor told them he would Slave 
them to the full Value of their Cargoe, and ask'd 


them, if they had any European Liquor on Board? 


they anſivered, a little for their own Uſe; how- 
ever,' a Hamper : ſhould beat his Service. The Go- 
vernor then very civilly invited them all to ſtay 
and dine with him ; Davis told him, that being 
Commander of the Ship, he muſt go on Board to 
ſee her well moored, and give ſome other Orders, 
but thoſe two Gentlemen might ftay, and that he 
himſelf would alſo return before Dinner, and. bring 
the Hamper of Liquor with him. 

While he was in the Fort, his Eyes were very 
buſy in obſerving how Things lay ; he took Notice 
there was a Sentry at the Entrance, and a Guard. 
Houſe juſt by it, where the Soldiers upon Duty 


commonly waited, their Arms ſtanding in a Cor: . 


ner, in a Heap; he ſaw alſo a great many ſmall. 


Arni in the Governor's Hall; 


now when he came 


on Board, he aſſured his Men of Succeſs, deſir ing 
them not to get drunk, and that as ſoon as they 
ſaw the Flag upon the Caſtle ſtruck, they might 
conclude he was Maſter, and fend twenty Hands 
immediately aſhore; in the mean Time, there 
being a Sloop at Anchor near them, he ſent ſome 
Hands in a Boat, to ſecure the Maſter and all the. 
Men, and bring them on Board of him. leaſt they 
obſerving any Buſtle, or arming in his Shi 'P, might 
fend aſhore and give Intelligence. 

Theſe Precautions being taken, he ordered his 
Men, who were to go in the Boat with him, to put 
two Pair of Piſtols each under their Cloaths, he

he — fire a Piſtol thro the Governor s Win- 


avis arrived, Dinner not being ready, 


the Governor propoſed that they ſhould paſs their

It muſt be obſerved, that Davis's Coxon waited 
upon them, who had an Opportunity of going 
about all Parts of the Houſe, to ſee what Strength. 
they had, he whifpered Davis, there being no 
Perſon then in the Room, but he (Davis) the Ma- 
ſer, the Doctor, the Coxon, and Governor ; Davis. 
on a ſudden drew out a Piſtol, clapt it to the Go- 
vernor's Breaſt, telling him he muſt Surrender the 
Fort and all the Riches in it, or he was a dead 
Man. The Governor being no Ways prepared for 
ſuch an Attack, promiſed to be very Paſſive, and 
do all they deſired , wherefore they ſhut the Door, 
took down all the Arms that hung in the Hall, 


and loaded them. Davis fires his Piſtol thro? the 


Window, upon which his Men without, executed 


their Part of the Scheme, like Heroes, in an inſtant ; 


getting betwixt the Soldiers and their Arms, all 
with their Piſtols cock'd in their Hands, while one 
of them carried the Arms out. When this was 
done, they locked the Soldiers into the Guard- 
Room, and kept Guard without. 

In the mean Time one of them ſtruck the Union 
Flag on the Top of the Caſtle, at which Signal 
thoſe on Board ſent on Shore a Reinforcement of 
Hands, and they got Poſſeſſion of the Fort with- 
out the leaſt Hurry or Confuſion, or ſo much as a 
Man loſt of either Side. 

Davis harangued the Soldiers, upon which a 
great many of them took on with him, thoſe ' 
who refuſed, he ſent on Board the little Sloop, 
and becauſe he would not be at the trouble of a 
Guard for them, he ordered all the Sails and Cables

Money had been lately {ent away ; however Be 
met with the Value of about two thouſand 
Sterling in Bar Gold, and a great many other rich 
Effects: Every Thing they Fed, which was por-. 
table, they brought aboard their Ship; ſome Things 
which they had no Uſe for, they were ſo generous to 
make a Preſent of, to the "Maſter and Crew of the 
little Sloop, to whom they alſo returned his Veſſel 
again, and then they fell to work indiſmounting the 
Guns, and demoliſhing the Fortifications. 
After they had done as much Miſchief as they 
ys and were weighing Anchor to be gone, they 
y'd: a Ship bearing down upon them in full Sail; 
5 ſoon got their Anchors up, and were in 2 
Readineſs to receive her. This Ship prov'd to be 
2 French Pyrate of fourteen Guns, and ſixty four 


Hands, half French, half Negroes ; the Captain's 


Name was La Bouſe; he expetted no leſs than a rich 
Prize, which made him ſo eager in the Chace; but 
when he came near enough to ſee their Guns, and 
the Number of their Hands upon Deck, he began 


to think he ſhould catch a Tartar, and ſuppoſed her 


to be a ſmall Engliſh Man of War; however, ſince 
there was 110 eſcaping, he reſoly'd to do a bold and 
deſperate Action, which was to board Davis. As 
he was making towards her for this Purpoſe, he fir'd 
a Gun, and hoiſted his black Colours ; Davis re-

and the Captains went to meet and congratulate 
one another with a F'az of Truce in their Sterns;

La Bouſe deſired Davis, that they might fail down 
the Coaſt together, that he (La Bouſe) might get 
a better Ship: Davis agreed to it, and very cour- 
teouſly promiſed him the firſt Ship he took, fit for 
their Uſe, he would give him, as being willing to 
encourage a younger Brother.

Ihe firſt Place they touch'd at, was Serraleone, 
where at firſt going in, they ſpied a tall Ship at 
Anchor; Davis being the beſt Sailor firſt came up 
with her, and wondering that ſhe did not try to make 
off, ſuſpected her to be a Ship of Force. As ſoon as 
he came along Side of her, ſhe brought a Spring 
upon her Cable, and fired a whole Broad - ſide upon 
Davis, at the ſame Time hoiſting a black Flag;

In fine, ſhe proved to be a Pyrate Ship of twenty a2 
four Guns, commanded by one Cocklyn, who expett- fo 
ing theſe two would prove Prizes, let them: come ix 
in, leaſt his getting under Sail might. frighten i 
them away.

The Satisfaction was great on all Sides, at this 
Junction of Confederates and Brethren in Iniquity; 
two Days they ſpent in improving their Acquain- 
and Friendſhip, the third Day Davis and Cocklin, 
agreed to go in La Bouſe's Brigantine, and attack 
the Fort, they contrived it ſo, as to get * thither 
by high Water; thoſe in the Fort ſuſpected them 
to be what they really were, and therefore ſtood 
upon their Defence; when the Brigantine came 
within Musket- Shot, the Fort fired all their Guns 
upon her, the Brigantine did the like upon the 
Fort, and ſo held each other in Play, for ſeveral 
Hours, when the two confederate Ships were come 
up to the Aſſi ſtance of the Brigantine; W

defended the Fort, ſeeing ſuch a Number of Hands 
. on Board theſe Ships, had not the Courage to 
ſtand it any longer, but abandoning the Fort, left 
x tothe Mercy of the Pyrates.' 
They took Poſſeſſion of it, and continued there 
near ſeven Weeks, in which Time they all cleaned 
their Ships; we ſhould have obſerved that a Galley 
came into the Road while they were there, which 
Davis inſiſted ſhould be yeilded to La Bouſe, accor- 
ding to his Word of Honour before given; Cock- 
lin did not oppoſe it, fo La Bouſe went into her, 
with -his Crew, and e away her half Deck, 
moumted her with twenty four Guns. 5 
Having called a Counſel of War, they agreed to 
fail down the Coaſt together, and for the greater 
Grandeur, appointed a Commadore, which was 
Davis; but they had not kept Company long, 
when drinking together on Board of Davis, they 
had like to have fallen together by the Ears, the 
ſtrong Liquor ſtired up a Spirit of Diſcord among 
them, and they quarrelled, but Davis put an End 
to it by this ſhort Speech: MHearkee you Cock- 
lin, and La Bouſe, I find by ſtrength ning you, I have 
put 4 Red into your Hands to whip my ſelf, but I'm ſtill able 
to deal with you both but ſince we met in Love, let us 
part in Love, for I find that three of a Trade can never 
agree. Upon which the other two went on Board 
their reſpective Ships, and immediately parted, 
each ſteering a different Courſe. 3 | 
Davis held on his Way down the Coaſt, and 
making Cape Afpcllonia, he met with two Scorch 
and one Engliſh Veſſel, which he plundered, and then 
Tet go. About five Days after he fell in with a Dutch 
Interloper of thirty Guns and- ninety Men, (half 
being Ergliſh,) off Cape Three Points Bay; Davis com- 
ing up along Side of her, the Dutch Man gave the 
firſt Fire; and pouring in a Broad-Side upon Davis, 
Killed nine of his Men, Davis returned it, and a 
ho very 
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to Anamboe; he enter*d the Bay betwixt the Hours 
of twelve and one at Noon, and found there three 


Ships lying at Anchor, who were trading for Ne- 
groes, Gold and Teeth : The Names of theſe Ships 


were the Hind Pink, Captain Hall Commander, the 
Princeſs, Captain Plumb, of which Roberts, who will 


make a conſiderable Figure in the ſequel of this 


Hiſtory, was ſecond Mate, and the Morrice Sloop, 
Captain Fin; he takes theſe Ships without any Re- 
ſiſtance, and having plundered them, he makes a 


Preſent of one of them, viz. the Morrice Sloop, to 
the Dutch Men, on Board of which alone were found 
a hundred and forty Negroes, - beſides dry Goods, 


and a conſiderable Quantity of Gold-Duft. 


It happened there were ſeveral Canoes along Side 


of this laſt, when Davis came in, who ſaved them- 
ſelves and got aſhore; theſe gave Notice at the 
Fort, that theſe Ships were Pyrates, upon which, 
the Fort fired upon them, but without any Exe- 
cution, for their Mettle was not of Weight enough to 


reach them; Davis therefore, by Way ef Defiance,

' Davis fitted up the Dutch Ship for his o-ẽ n 
Uſe, and called her the Rover, aboard of which he 
mounted thirty two Guns, and twenty ſeven Swi- 
vels, and proceeded - with her and the King James,

Fair of Piſtols on Board, over and above his Divi" 
dend, in which they take ſingular Pride; and a 
Pair of Piſtols has ſometimes been ſold for . thirty. 
Pounds, from one to another. . 
Immediately they gave Chace, atid ſoon came up. 
with her; the Ship proved to be a Hollander, and 
being betwixt Davis and the Shore, ſhe made all 
the Sail ſhe could, intending to run aground ; Davis 
gueſſed her Deſign, and putting out all his ſmall- 
Sails,” came up with her. before ſhe could effe it, 
and fired a Broad-ſide upon - her, upon which ſhe - 
immediately ftruck, and called for Quarter. It was 
granted, for according to Davis Articles it was a- 
greed that Quarter ſnould be given, when ever it 
was called for, upon Pam of -Death. | 
This Ship proved a very rich Prize, having the 
Governor of Acra'on Board, with all his Effects, go- 
ing to Holland; there was in Money to the Value of 
15000 l. Sterling, beſides other valuable Merchan- 
dies, all whichthey brought on Board of themſelves. 
Upon this new Succeſs, they reſtored Captain Hall 
and Captain Plumb before mentioned, their Ships 
again, but ſtrengthened their Company with thirty 
five Hands, all white Men, taken out of theſe two 
and the Morrice Sloop; they alſo reſtored the Dutch 
their Ship, after having plunder'd her as is mention'd, 
The next Courſe they ſteered, was towards the 
Iſland of Princes; before they got thither, one of their 
Ships, vz. that call'd the Xin James, ſpr ung a Leak; 
Davis ordered all Hands out of her, on Board his own 
Ship, with every Thing elſe of Uſe, and left her at 
an Anchor at high Cameroon. As ſoon as he came in 
Sight of the Iſland of Princes, he hoiſted Engliſh 
Colours; the Portagueſe obſerving a large Ship fail- 
Ing towards them, 1ent out a little Sloop to examine 
what ſhe might be ; this Sloop hailing of Davis, he 
told them he was an Engliſt Man of War, in queſt 


of Pyrates, and that he had TILES Intelligence 
| there 
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chere were ſome upon that Coaſt; upon this they 
received him as a welcome Gueſt, and piloted him 
into the Harbour. He ſaluted the Fort, which 
anſwered, and he came to an Anchor juſt under 
their Guns, and hoiſted out the Pinnace Man of 
War Faſhion, ordering nine Hands and a Coron i in 
it, to row him aſhore. 

The Portugueſe, to do him the greater Honour, 
ſent down a File of. Muſqueteers to receive him, 
and conduct him to the Governor: The Governor 
not in the leaſt: ſuſpefting what he was, received 
him very civilly, promiſing to ſupply him with: 
whatever the Iſland: afforded; Davis thanked him, 
telling him, the King of England would pay for what 
ever he ſhould take; ſo after ſeveral Civilities paſsd 
between him and the Governor, he returned again 
on Board. 22 

It happened a French Ship came in there to ſup pply 
it ſelf wich ſome Neceſſaries, which Davis took in- 
to his Head to plunder, but to give the Thing a 
Colour of Right, he perſuaded the Porrugueſe, that 
ſhe had been trading with the Pyrates, KI that 

he found ſeveral Pyrate's Goods on Board, which 
he ſeized for the King's Uſe : This Story paſſed ſo 
well upon the Governor, that he commended Davis's 
D1ligence.. 

A few Days after, Davis with about fourteen more, 
went privately aſhore, and walk'd up the Country 
towards a Village, where the Governor and the 
other chief Men of the Iſland kept their Wives, in- 
tending, as we may ſuppoſe, to ſupply their Hus. 
band's Places with them; but being diſcovered, the 
Women fled to a neighbouring Wood, and Davisand 
the reſt retreated to their Ship, without effecting 
their Deſign: The Thing made ſome Noiſe, but as 
No- body knew them, it paſſed over. 

Having cleaned his Ship, and put all Things i in 
Order, his Thoughts now were turned upon the

not knowing where the Treaſure lay, a Stratagem 
came into his Head, to get it (as he thought) with:

But this Stratagem proved fatal to him, for a Por-

him know, that it was Davis who had made the At- 

tempt upon their Wives. However, the Governor 
diſſembled, received the Pyrate's Invitation civily,

' The next Day Davis went on Shore himſelf, as 
if it were out of greater Reſpett to bring the Gover- 
nor on Board: He was received with the uſual Ci.

before they went on Board; they wccepted it with- 
out the leaſt Suſpicion, but never returned again s 
for an Ambuſcade was laid for them, a Signal being 
given, a whole Volley was fired upon them; they 
every Man drop'd, except one, this one fled back 
and eſcaped into the Boat, and got on Board the 
Ship : Davis was ſhot through the Bowels, yet he

R e : But the Buſtle that immediately followed, 
and which the Py rates perceived, gave them guſpi- 
cion, that they were diſcovered, and this only a 
deceitful Anſwer to gain Time to put their Ship 
in a Poſture of Defence; ſo without further 
Delay, they poured in a Broad-Side, boarded 
and grapled her; the Difpute was ſhort and warm, 
wherein many of the P ſe fell, and two only 
of the Pyrates.

167 
tain Xuot Commander, a Quaker, who had neither 
Piſtol, 85 nor Cutlaſh on Board; and the Cap- 
rain ha appearing fo very Fine at. all they 
faid to him, that they thought none 10 pro- 
per to go, off with, as this Man. Accordingly 
they, went, aboard and, he cartied. them. 70 
Virginia: They made the Quaker” a Preſent of 
10 Cheſts of Sugar, 10 Rolls of Braſi Tobaco, 
zo Moidors, and ſome Gold-Duſt, in all to the 
Value of about 250 J. They alſo made Preſents to 
the Sailors, Tome more, Tome leſs; and liv'd a 
jovial Life all the while they were upon their Voy- 
age; and Captain £rot gave them their Way, 
letting them do as they. pleaſed, nor indeed could 


he help himſelf, unleſs; he had taken an Opportu- 


nity to ſurprize them, when they were drunk or 
a ſleep; for they wore Arms aboard the Ship, 
which put him in a continual Terror. It not being 
his Principle to fight, or uſe Weapons, he vas 
obliged to manage them with Art and Addreſs, 
till he could rid himſelf of ſuch troubleſome Gueſts. 
When the Ship came to the Capes, four of the Py- 


rates went off in a Boat, which they had taken 


with them, for their more eaſily making their 
Eſcapes, and made up the Bay towards. Maryland, 
but were forced back by a Storm into an. obſcure 
Place of the Country, where meeting with good 
Entertainment among the Planters, they continued 
ſeveral Days without being diſcovered to be Py- 
rates. In the mean Time Captain Kxor leaving 
four others. on Board his Ship, (who intended to 
go off to North-Carelina,) made what haſt he could 
to diſcover to Mr. Sporſwood the Governor, what 
ſort of Paſſengers he had been forced to bring 
with him, who by good Fortune got them ſeized; 
and Search being made after the others, who 
were revelling about the Country, they were alſo 
taken; and being try'd, they were all convicted 
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and hanged. The latter had found Means to 
lodge part of their Wealth with the 2 who 
never brought it to Account. But Capt | 
ſurrender'd up every Thing that belonged to thay, 
that were taken aboard, even what had been pre- 
ſented to him, in lieu of what they had from him, 
Uk their 'Paſſige, and obliged his Men o do the 
_ 
Fennec himſelf, with five or fix more, came ſafe 
to Scotland, and from thence to E veland, and yg 
Here undiſcovered ſome Time, wn perhaps had 
done ſo till, had not his Sitter, out of mere 
Malice, ; (provoked thereto by a Quarrel.) given an 
Information againſt hin. Two or three others 
were inform'd againſt, at the fame Time, and, 
for ought t Eiow, by the ſame Perſon; and they 
were committed to Newgate: One was made an 
Evidence, and two, viz. Vale Kennedy and James 
Bradſtaw, were try d and convicted at the Old Bg. 
Y, by a High Court of Admiralty, July 3d, 1721. 
' Bradſhaw was tranſported, but Kenedy, received 
the full Puniſhment due to his Crimes, the 19th 
of the ſaid Month, at Execution-Dock. One Eftwil 
was try'd in Holland, but had the good Fortune 
to evade the Law, for want of Proof: And four 
others were found Guilty, and executed near St. 
cn road in Dublin, about the fame Time.

Thus we fee what a dilpfirious Fate, ever at- 
tends the Wicked, and how rarely they eſcape 
the Puniſhment due to their Crimes, who abandon 
themſelves to ſuch a profligate Life, as to rob, ſpoil, 
and prey upon Mankind, contrary to the Light 
and Law of Nature, as well as the Law of God, 
"Tis to be hoped that the Examples of theſe 
Deaths, may ftand like Marks, or fatal Rocks and 
Sands, to warn 'others from 'the ſame Shipwreck 
al. d Run for the Fee, And chat the few wo 
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this Gang, who are yet preſerved from that Puniſh- 
ment, which the Law hath equally ſubjected them 
to, with the reſt, will make ſo good Uſe of their 
Time, as not only fincerely to reſolve never to 
commit the like Facts again, but to actually res 
pent of what they have already done, to have a 

arty Sorrow, ariſing from the Conſideration of 
having, by thoſe Crimes, ſo much offended God. 

But, to go back to Roberts, whom we left on the 
Coaſt of Caiana, in a grievous Paſſion at what 
— and the Crew had done; and who was now 
projecting new Adventures with his ſmall Compa- 
ny, in the Sloop; but finding hitherto they had been 
but as a Rope of Sand, they formeda' Set of Articles, 
to be ſign d and ſworn to, for the better Conſer- 
vation of their Society, and doing juſtice to one 
another; excluding all Jriſh- men from the Benefit 

of it, to whom they had an 1 Averſion 
for the ſake of Kennedy, who had fo little Honour 
as to play at Rob Thief with the Company. How 
indeed Roberts could think that an Oath would 
be obligatory, where Defiance had been given to 
the Laws of God and Man, I can't tell, but their 
greateſt Security lay in this, That it was their In- 
tereſt to obſerve them while they kept in that abominabie

moſt Part of them voluntarily join'd with the 
Pyrates, and there ſeem'd to be a general Diſpo- 
ſition in the Sailors, towards them; and whenever 
they talk'd of them, it was with a great deal of 


Pleaſure, commending their brave Actions, as if 


Robberies on the Sea, had been no more than Feats 


of Knight-Errantry ; ſo that it was eafy, to per- 
ceive they with'd them Succeſs; and een ſome 
Soldiers, who were on Board the Ship, and were 
going as Recruits, to Cape-Coaſt-Caſtle, in the 
Company's Service, were ſo poiſeſs'd with the gal- 
lantry of this Life, that they muſt needs offer

tisfied with his Excuſe, and were ſo generous to 
deliver him back every Tking which he owned tobe 
his: The Parſon laid hold of this favourable 
Diſpoſition af the Pyrates, and laid Claim to 
ſeveral Things which belonged to others, which 
were alſp given up to his great Satisfaction; in 
fine, they, kept nothing which belonged to the 
Church, except three Prayer-Books, aud a Bottle:

The Pyrates kept the Onſlow for their own 
Uſe, and gave Captain Gee the French Ship, and 
then fell to making ſuch Alterations as might fit 
her for a Sea-Rover, pulling down her Bulk- 
Heads, and making her fluſh, ſo that ſhe became, in 
all Reſpects, as compleat a Ship for their Purpoſe, 
as any they could have found; they continued to 
5 the Name of the Royal Fortune, and mounted 
her with 40 Guns.

She and the Ranger proceeded (as I ſaid before, 
to Jaquin, and from thence to Old Calabar, where

want of a Pilot, was a ſufficient Security to the 
Rovers, and invincible Impediments to them. Here 
therefore they fat eaſy, and divided the Fruits of 
their diſhoneſt Induſtry, and drank and drove Care 
away. The Pilot who brought them into th's 


Harbour, was Captain L-—e, who for this, and 


other Services, was extreamly well paid, according 
to the Journal of their own Accounts, which do 


not run in the ordinary and common Way, of 


Debtor, contra Creditor, but much more conciſe, 
lumping it together, and ſo carrying the Debt in their 
Heads, againſt the next honeſt Trader they meet. 

They took at Calabar, Captain Loane, and two 
or three Briſtol Ships, the particulars of all which 
would be unneceflary Prolixity to enter upon, 
therefore I come now to &ive an Account of the 
Uſage they received from the Natives of this Place. 
The Calabar Negroes, did not prove ſo civil, as 
they expected, for they refuſed to have any Com- 
merce or Trade with them, when they under- 
ſtood they were Pyrates : An Indication that 
theſe poor Creatures, in the narrow Circum- 
ſtances they were in, and without the Light 


of the Goſpel, or the Advantage of an Edu- 


cation, have, notwithſtanding, ſuch a moral in- 
nate Honeſty, as would upbraid, and ſhame the 
moſt knowing Chriſtian: But this did but ex- 
aſperate theſe lawleſs Fellows, and ſo a Party of 
40 Men were detach'd to force a Correſponcence, 
or drive the Negroes to Extremities ; and they 
accordingly landed under the Fire of their Cannon, 
The Negroes drew up in a Body of 2000 Men, as 
if they intended to diſpute the Matter with them, 
and ftaid till the Pyrates advanced within Piſtol- 
ſhot, but finding the Loſs of two or three, made 
no Impreſſion on the reſt, the Negroes thought fit 
to Retreat, which they did with ſome Loſs: The

Corſo Road, November the toth, plied to Windwatd 
as far as Baſſam, for what further Intelligence ſhe 
could gain of theſe Pyrates, and to protect the 
Trade, but every where found it undiſturbed, and 
were, for that Reaſon, returning to her Conſort; 


when accidently meeting a Portugueſe Ship, he told 


her, that the Day before, ſhe ſaw two Ships Chace 
into Funk, an Eneliſh Veſſel, which ſhe believed 
muſt have fallen into their Hands.

She returned therefore that Night, and hav 
been ſtrengthen'd with thirty Voluntiers, Engliſh 
and French, the diſcarded Crews of the Porcupint, 
and the Hhench Ship they had carried from herice. 
She put to Sea again mary the 19th, conjecturing, 
that either Calabar, | Princeſs, the River Gabon, 
Cape Lopez, or Annabona, muſt be touched at for 
Water, and Refreſhment, tho* they ſhould reſolve 
tb leave the Coaft. As to the former of thoſe 
Places, I have before obſerved, it was hazardous to 
think of, or rather impracticable; Printeſs had been 
à ſower Grape to them, but being the firſt in the 
Way, ſhe came before the Harbour: the 29th, 
where learning no News, the Swallow, without n 
Time, ſteered for the River Gabon, and anchore 
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"Capt. BA RT HO. ROBERTS, 209 
This River is navigable by two Channels, and 
has an Iſland about five Leagues up, call'd'Popaguays, 
or Parrots, where the Dutch Cruiſers, for this Coaſt, 
generally Clean, and where ſometimes Pyrates 
come in to look for Prey, or to Refit, it being very 
convenient, by Reaſon of a ſoft Mud about it, 
that admits a Ship's ly ing on Shore, withall her Guns 
and Stores in, without Damage. Hither Captain 
Ogle ſent His Boat and a, Lieutenant, who ſpoke 


with a Dutch Ship, above the Iſlandꝭ from whom 


he had this ſhort Account, 2iz. That he had been 


four Days from C: 5, Signs and had left no Ship 


there. However, t eat up for the Cape, with. 
out regard to this Story, and on the 5th, at Daun- 
ing, was ſurprized with the Noiſe of a Gun, which 
as the Day brightened, they found was from Cape 


Lopez, Bay; where they diſcovered three Ships at: 


Anchor, the largeſt with the King's Colours, and 
pendant fiying ; which was ſoon concluded to be 
Mr. Roberts, and his Conſorts; but the Swallow' be- 
ing to windward, and unexpettedly deep in the 


Bay, were obliged to Steer off, for avoiding a 


Sand, called, the French Man's Bank, which they ob- 
ſerving for. ſome Time, and raſhly interpreting it 
to be Fear in her, righted the French Ranger, which 
was then on the Heel, and ordered her to Chaſe 
out in all haſt after her, bending ſeveral of their 
Sails in the Purſuit. The Man of War finding 
they had fooliſhly miſtaken her Deſign, humour'd 
the Deceit, and kept off to Sea, as if the. had been 


teally afraid, and managed her Steerage ſo, as to 


let the Ranger come up with her, when they 
thought they had got ſo far as not to have their 
Guns heard by her Conſort at the Cape. The 
Pyrates had ſuch an Opinion of their own Courage, 
that they could never dream, that any Body would 
uſea Stratagem to ſpeak. with them, and ſo was 


the more eaftly drawn into the Snare. ag

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The Pyrates now drew nigh enough to fire their 
Chaſe Gens they hoiſted the black Flag that was 
worn in Whydah Road, and got their Spritſail Yard 
a'ong-ſhips, with Intent to board; no one having 


ever asked, all this while, what Country Ship they 


took the Chaſe to be; but they would have her 
to be a Porrugueſe, becauſe. they wanted Sugar for 
their Punch, and they thought of nothing elſe, 
It was with the utmoſt Conſternation, they ſaw her 
bring too, and hawl up their lower Ports, now 
within Piſtol-Shot, and ſtruck their black Flag up- 
on it directly; thoꝰ after the firſt Surprize was over, 
they kept firing at a Diſtance, hoiſted it again, 
and vepoured with their Cutlaſhes on the Poop, 
tho' they endeavoured to run away. Being now at 
their Wits end, boarding was propoſed by the 
Heads of them, and ſo to make one deſperate Puſh; 
but the Motion not being well ſeconded, and their 
Main-Top-Maſt coming down by a Shot, after 
two Hours firing, it was declined ; they grew Sick, 


ſtruck their Colours, and called out for Quarters; 


having had 10 Men killed out right, and 20 wound. 
ed, without the loſs or hurt of one of the King's 
Men. She had 32 Guns, mann'd with 16 French 
Men, 20 Negroes, and 77 Engliſh. 

While the Swallow was ſending their Boat to 
fetch the Priſoners, a Blaſt and Smoak, was ſeen 
to pour out of the great Cabin, and they thought 
they were blowing up; but upon enquiry afterwards, 
found, that half a dozen of the moſt Deſperate, 
When they ſaw all hopes fled, had drawn them- 
ſelves round what Powder they had left, in the 
Steerage, and fired a Piſtol into it, but. it was too 
{mall a Quantity to effect any Thing more, than 
burning them in a frightful Manner.

wear a Halter. Yet among all the vile and iguomi- 
nious Acts he had perpetrated, he is ſaid to have 
had an Averſion towards forcing of Men into that 
Service, and had procured ſome their Diſcharge, 
notwithſtanding ſo many made it their Plea: - 
When Roberts. was gone, as tho' he had been the 
Life and Soul of the Gang, their Spirits ſunk ; 
many deſerted their Quarters, and all ſtupidly neg- 
 lefted any Means for Defence, or Eſcape; and their 
Main-Maſt ſoon after being ſhot away, they had 
nothing left, but to Surrender and call for Quar- 
ters. The Swallow kept aloof, while her Boat 
paſſed, and repaſſed for the Priſoners; becauſe they 
underſtood they were under an Oath to blow up; 
and ſome of the Deſperadoes ſhewed a Willin 26 
that Way, Matches being lighted, and Scuifies hap- 
pening between thoſe who would, and thoſe 0 
oppoſed it: But I cannot eaſily Account for this 
Humour, which can be term'd no more than 
a falſe Courage, ſince any of them had Power to 
deſtroy his own Life, either by Piſtol, or Drown- 
ing, without involving others in the ſame Fate, 
who are in no Temper of Mind for it: And 
at beſt, it had been only dying, for on of 
Death.

She had been plundered, according to what [ 
could learn, of 2000 1. in Gold-Duſt, (the Shares 
of thoſe who belonged to her; ) and Captain Hill, 
in the Neytune, taken the Day before the Aktion, 
by Roberts, was fo juſt as to return (unasked) on 
the Value of 50 Ounces, at n Van 75 
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that the Sickly State of the Men of War, when they 
ſail'd from Princeſs, was the Misfortune that hin- 
dered their being as far as Serraleon, and conſe- 
quently out of the Track they then took. That 
thoſe Pyrates, directly contrary to their Deſign, 


in the ſecond Expedition, ſhould, get above Cape 


Corſo, and that nigh Axim, à Chace ſhould offer, 
that inevitably muſt diſcover them, and be ſoon 
communieated to the Men of War. That the lati- 
ating their evil and malicious Tempers at Whyaah, in 
burning the Porcupine, and running off with the French 
Ship, had ſtrengthened: the Swallow with 30 Men. 


That the Swallow ſhould miſs them in that Road, 


where probably ſhe had not, or at leaſt ſo effectual- 


ly obtained her End. That they ſhould be ſo 
far infatuated at Cape Lopez, as to divide their 


Strength, which when collected, might have been ſo 
formidable. And” laſtly, that the Conqueſt ſhould 
be without Bloodſhed: I ſay, conſidering all theſe 
Circumſtances, it ſhews that the Hand of Provi- 
dence was concerned in their Deſtruction. 
As to their Behaviour after they were taken, it 
was found that they had great Inclinations to rebel, if 
they could have laid hold of any Opportunity. Firſt, 
That they were very uneaſy under a Reſtraint, they 
having been lately all Commanders themſelves; nor 
could they brook their Diet, or Quarters, without 


curſing or ſwearing, and upbraiding each other, 


with the Folly. that had brought them to it. 

So that to ſecure themſelves againſt any' mad 
deſperate Undertaking of their's, they ſtrongly 
barricado'd the Gun-Room, and made another Pri- 
ſon before it; an Officer, with Piſtols and Cut- 
laſhes, doing Duty, Night and Day, and the Pri- 
ſoners within, manacled and ſhackled. |

A Combination, and Conſpiracy was formed, be- 
twixt Moody, Aſbplant, Magnes, Mare, and others, 
to riſe, and kill the Officers, and run away with 
the Ship. This they had carried on by Means of 
a Mulatto Boy, who was allowed to attend them, 
and prov'd very truſty. in his Meſſages, between

in their Nature, muſt grow tireſome and flat, like 
Seſſions Papers, the Repetition of the ſame ſort 
of Evidence and Defence, over, and over again; 
I ſhall therefore give a few of the moſt re- 
markable, with Obſervations on the dying Beha- 
viour of ſuch of them, as came to my Knowledge. 

And firſt, it may be obſerved from the Lit, 
that a great Part of theſe Py rate Ships Crews, 
were Men entered on the Coaſt of Africa, - not- 
many Months before they were taken; from 
whence, it may be concluded, that the pretended 
Conſtraint of Roberts, on them, was very often a 
Complotment between Parties equally willing: 
And this Roberts ſeveral Times openly declared, 
particularly to the Onſlow's People, yr tp he call. 
ed aft, and ask'd of them, who: was willing to go 

for he would force no Body? As was depoſed, by ſome of 
His beſt Hands, after Aquittal; nor is it reaſonable 
to think, he ſhould reject Jriſn Voluntiers, only 
from a pique againſt Kennedy, and force others 
that night hazard, and, in Time, deſtroy his Go- 
vernment: But their Behaviour ſoon put him 
out of this Fear, and convinc'd him, that the 
Plea of Force was only the beſt Artifice they 
| had to ſhelter themſelves under; in Caſe they 
ſhould be taken, and that they were leſs 1 
than others, only in Point of Time. 4} 

It may Tikewiſe be taken Notice of, that the 
Country, wherein they happened to be tried, is 
among other Happineſſes, exempted from Law-

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But, perhaps, if there was leſs Law, their might 
be more juſtice, in ſome other Courts; for, 
if the eivil Law be that Law of univerſal Reaſon, 
judging of the Rettitude, or Iniquity, of Men's 
Actions, every Man of common Senſe is endued 
with a Portion of it, at leaſt ſufficient to make 
him diſtinguiſh Right from Wrong, or what the 
Civilians call, Malum in ſe. „N 0 
Therefore, here, if two Perſons were equally 
Guilty of the ſame Fact, there was no convicting 
one, and bringing the other off, by any Quirk, or 
turn of Law; for they form'd their Judgments 
upon the Conſtraint, or Willingneſs, the Aim, and 
Intention, of the Parties, and all-other Circum- 
ſtances, which make a material Difference. Beſides, 
in Crimes of this Nature, Men bred up to the Sea, 
muſt be more knowing, and much abler, than 
others more learned in the Law; for, before a Man 
can have a right Idea of a Thing, he muſt, know 
the Terms ſtanding for that Thing: The Sea- 
Terms being a Language by it ſelf, which no Law- 
yer can be ſuppoſed to underſtand ; he muſt of 
Conſequence, want that diſcriminating Faculty, 
which ſhould direct him to judge right of the 
Facts meant by thoſe Terms. ö | 
The Court well knew, it was not. poſſible to get 
the Evidence of every Sufferer by this Crew, and 
therefore, firſt of all, conſidered how that Deficien- 
ey ſhould be ſupplied; whether, or no, they could 
pardon one Jo. Dennis, who had early offered him- 
ſelf, as King's Evidence, and was the beſt read in

Ne upon the High-Sea, therefore was a ſimple

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Robbery only; but they did not ſtand for a Point 
of Law in the Caſe, but eaſing the Shallop Man of his 
Lading, the bold Adventurers went down the

The Shallop came ſtrait to Philadel ia, aud 
brought the i | News thither, which ſo alarm'd 
the Government, as if War had- deen declared 
againſt them; Expreſſes were ſent to New-York, 
and other Places, and "ſeveral Veſſels fitted out 
againſt this power but to no manner r 
Purpoſe; for Ir Per bas Cruize, they all 
return'd, without ſo much as — what became 
of the Robbers. -. F 

Morley anil his Crew, in going own. the River, 
met with a Sloop of Philadelphia, belonging to a 
Mulatto, whom che call d Black Robin; they quit- 
ted their Boat for this Sloop, taking one of ES 
Robin's Men along with them, as they had a 
done from George Grant, beſides two Negroes, which 
encreaſed the Company one Third: A Day or two 
1595 the 24 took another Sloop belonging to Hul, 

homeward bound, which was ſomewhat fitter for 
their Purpoſe; they found aboard her, e 
and Neceſſaries, which they ſtood in need of, and 
enabled them to proſecute their Deſign, in a manner 
more ſuitable to their Wiſhes. 

Upon the Succeſs of theſe Pyrates, the Gover- 
nor itſued out a Proclamation, for the a ehend- 
ing and taking all Pyrates, who had'refuſed or neg. 
Jected to ſurrender themſelves, by the Time lim: 
ted in his Majeſty's Proclamation of Pardon ; and 
thereupon, ordered his Majeſty's Ship Phenix, of 20 
Guns, which lay at Sandy Hook, to Sea, to Cruize 
upon this Pyrate, and ſecure the Trade to that, 
and the adjoining Colonies.

them. Worley had clean'd his Sloop, and ſail'd be- 


fore the Caroline Sloops reach'd the Place, and 


ſteer'd to the Northward; but the Sloops, juſt 
mention d, purſuing the ſame Courſe, came in ſight 
of Worley, as he was cruiſing off the Capes of Vir- 
ginia, 12 being in the Offin, he ſtood in as ſoon 
as he ſaw the Sloops, intending thereby to have 
cut them off from James River; for he verily believed 
they had been bound thither, not imagining, in the 
leaſt, they were in Purſuit of him. 
The two Sloops ſtanding to vards the Capes a 

the ſame Time, and Worley hoiſting of his black 
Flag, the Inhabitants | of James Town, were in 
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564 Of Capt) WorLEY. 
the ulhoſt Conftertiation; thinking that all chree 
had been Pyratés, and that their Deſign had been 
upon them ſo that all the Ships and Veſſels, that 
were in the Road, or in the Rivers up the Bay, 
had Orders immediately to hale into the Shore, 
for their Security, or elſe to prepare for their De- 
Fence; if they thought themſelves in a Condition 
to fight. Soon after, two Boats, who were ſent out 
to get Intelligence, came erowding in, and brought 
an Actount, that one of the Pyrates was in the 
Bay, being a ſmall Sloep of ſix Guns. The Gover- 
nor expe ing the reſt would have followed, and 
thought they would make ſome Attempt to land, 
for the ſake of Plunder, beat to Arms, and collect- 
ed ali the Force that could be got together, to 
make an Oppoſition ; he order'd all the Guns out of 
the Ships, to made a Platform; and, in fhort, put 
the whole Colony in a Warlike Poſture; but was 
very much ſurpriz d at laſt, co ſee all che ſuppo- 
ſed Pyrates, fighting with one - another: © 
The Truth of che Matter is, Worley gain'd the 
Bay, and thereffre made ure of his two Prizes, 
by keeping them from coming in; but by tlie hoiſt- 
ing of the King's Colours, and firing a Gun, he 
quickly was ſenſible of his! Miſtake, and too ſoon 
perceiv'd./that the Tables were turn'd upop him; 
that inſtead of keeping them out, he found himſelf, 
by a ſuperiour Force, kept in. When the Py rates ſaw 
how things went, they reſolutely prepared themſelyes 
for a deſperate Defence; and tho' three to one odds, 
Worley, and his ſmall Crew, determined to fight to 
the laſt Gaſp; and receive no Quarters, agreeabl 
to what they had before ſworn; ſo that they 54 
either Dye, or Conquer, upon the Spot.

In May 1721, the Gambia Calle came {fe to her 
Port, in Africa, and landed Captain ty and 
his Men on James's Iſland, where he was to Com- 
mand under the. Governor, Collonel Whitney, w 
arrived there but a. litrle while before: And here, 
by a fatal Miſunderſtanding, between the military 
Folks and the tradin ag Perle the Fort, and Gar- 
riſon, not only came — be loſt a gain to the Com- 
pany, but a fine Galley well E and worth 
ioo l. turn'd againſt her Maſters. 

The Names of Governor and Captain ſounded 
great, but when the Gentlemen found that the Pow- 
er that generally goes along with thoſe Titles, 
was overſway'd-and born down by the Merchants 
and Factors, (mechanick Fellows as they thought 
them) they grew very impatient and diſatisfy d, 
eſpecially Alaſey, who was very loud i in his Com- 
plaints againſt them, particularly at the ſmall Al- 
lowance of Proviſions to him and his Men; for the 
Garriſon and Governor too, were victualled by 
the Merchants, which was no ſmall Grievance and 
Mortification to them. And as the want of eating 
was the only Thing that made the great Sancho 
quit his Government; ſo did it here rend and tare 
their's to Pieces: For Maſſty told them, That he aid not 
come there to be a Griney Slave, and that he had promiſed 
his Men good Treatment, and Proviſions fitting for Soldiers: 
That as 2 had rhe Care of ſo m | of hit Majeſty s Sub 
jeits, if they would not provide for them in 4 hand ſome 
Manner, he ſ1ould take ſuitable, Meaſures for the Preſer- 
vation of ſo many. of his Countrymtn and Companions.. 

The Governor at this Time, was very ill of a 
Fever, and, for the better Accommodation in

The Merchants had cer- 
tainly Orders from the Company, to ifſue the Pro- 
viſions out to the Garriſon, . the ſame is done 
along the whole Coaſt; but whether they had Rut 
them ſhort of the Allowance that was made for

However, an Aecilent that happened on Board 
the Ship, did not a little contribute to this Mis- 
fortune, which was a Pique that the Captain of 
her took againſt his ſecond Mate, George Lowther, 
the Man who is the Subject of this ſhort Hiſtory 
and who loſing his Favour, found Means to ingra- 
tiate himſelf into the good liking of the common 
Sailors, inſomuch that when Captain Ruſſel order'd 
him to be puniſh'd, the Men took up Handſpikes, 
and threatned to knock that Man down, that offer- 
ed to lay hold of the Mate. This ſerv'd but to 
widen the Difference between him and the Cap- 
tain, and more firmly attach'd Lonther to the 
Ship's Company, the greateſt Part of which, He 
found ripe for any Miſchief in the World. - 

Captain Maſſey was no wit the better —— 
to the Place, by a longer Continuance, nor to the 
Ulage he met with there, and having often Oppor- 
tunities of converſing with Lowther, with whom he 
had contracted au Intimacy in the Voyage; they 
aggravated one another's Grievances to ſuch 4a 
height, that they 1eſvlved upon Meafures to curb 
the Power that controul'd them, and provide for 
themſelves after another Manner.

York, New England, GWS. 

They had hardly loſt Sight of the Cape de Vert 
Iſlands, before they gave Chace to a Sail, and came 
up with her, which proved to be a Portugueſe, and 
a rich prize; me was calld the Noſtra Signiora de 
Victoria, the Commander, Captain Roxio —— bound 
to Bahia from Viana; they diſpatch'd iy with all 
convenient Speed, and ſtood away as before. When. 
they came inthe Latitude of 33 Degrees, which is in 
the tra le Way of the Veſſels, between  New-Tork 
and Jamaica, they cruiz'd off and on for ſome Time, 
and intercepted ſeveral in their Voyage, wiz. a 
Snow from New-York to Curacoa, Robert Leonard Ma- 
ſter ; a Sloop from the Bay, bound = o New-York, 
Craig Maſter; a Snow from London and Jamaica, 
bound to New-York ; and the Stanhope Pink, Andrew 
Delbridge Maſter, from Jamaica to Boſton ; ; which 
laſt - Thy: burnt, becauſe of Tom's irreconcileable 
Averſion to New-England Men; among whom he had 
lived for ſome Time, as has been before taken 
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haviour had merited no extraordinary Treatment at 
Boſton, ſo he met with Uſage accordingly, and now 
he proſecuted his Revenge againſt all of that Coun- 
ery, where ever he met them; En 
About the Middle of March 1722-3, Captain Low; 
 witlythe Scooner; Brigantine, and a Sloop lately ta- 
ken, entered the Bay of HBondurat, where he met a 

Sloop turning but of the ſaid Bay. The Pyrates had 
hoiſted up Span;ſh Colours, and fo continued them 
"till they drew near the Sloop, when, they hall'd 
them down, hoiſted their black Flag, fired a Broad- 
ſide, and boarded her, Th's Sloop waß a Spamard 1 
of ſix Guns, and lſeventy Men, that came into the Þ 
Bay that Morning, and meeting there with ſive I 
Engli 


lifh Sloops, and a Pink, made Prizes of them 
all, plundered them, and brought the Maſters of 
the Veſſels away Priſoners, in order to ranſom for 
the Logwood, and confin'd them in the Hold; 
their Names were Tuthill, Norton, Newbury, Sprafort, 
Clark and Parrot. The Spaniards made no Reſiſtance, 
ſo that the Engl;h Pyrates ſoon became their Ma- 
ſters, and fell to rifling ; but finding ſeveral Exoliſh. 
Goods on Board, they conſulted Lom the Captain 
thereupon, and without examining any further, the 
Reſolution paſs'd to kill all the Company; and the 
Pyrates, without any Ceremony, fell Pell- Mell to Exe- 
cution with their Swords, Cutlaſhes, Poll-Axes and 
Piſtols, cutting, ſlaſhing and ſhooting the poor Sa- 
niards at a ſad Rate. Some of the miſerable 
Creatures jump'd down into the Hold, but could 
not avoid the Maſſacre; they met Death every 
where, for if they eſcaped it from one Hand, the 
were ſure to periſh by another; the only Proſpe 
they had of Life, was to fly from the Rage of 
thoſe mercileſs Men, and to truſt to the more 
merciful Sea; and accordingly a great many leapꝰd 
over-hoard, and ſwam. for the Shore; which Low 
perceiving, ordered the Canoa to be mapn'd, and

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8 ſoot in ls) of ne ee ten in 
the Water, as they were endeàvouring to get to 
the Land; however about twelve of them did 
reach the Shore, but in a miſerable Condition, be- 
ing: very much wounded, and what became of 
them afterwards was not known, except one, who.

4 cs ro tr9on 
It happened that at this Time, one of his 
Majeſty's Ships was upon à Cruize, on this Station, 
and got Intelligence of ſome of the miſchieyous 
Actions of this Miſcreant, by one of the Veſſels 
that had been plundered by him, who fteering as 
directed, came in Sight of the Pyrates by break of 
Day, on the 1oth of June, of all Days in the Year, 
The Rovers looking out for Prey, ſoon ſaw, and gave 
Chace to the Man of War, which was called the 
ef a Ship of 20 Guns and 120 Men, rather 
mferiouf in Force to the two Pyrate Sloops: The 
Greyhound finding them ſo eager, was in no doubt 
what they ſhould be, and therefore tack'd and 
ſtood from them, giving the Pyrates an fe r 
nity to chace her for two Hours, till all Things 
were in Readineſs for an Engagement, and the 
Py rates about Gun-Shot off; then the Greyhound 
tack'd again and ſtood towards the two Sloops, one 
of them called the Fancy, commanded by Lom him- 
ſelf, and the · other the Ranger, commanded by 
one Harris, both which hoiſted their pyratical Co- 
jours, and fired each a Gun. When the Grey- 
hound came within Muſquet-Shot, ſhe halled up 


her Main-Sail, and clapp'd cloſe upon a Wind, to 


keep the Pyrates from running to Leeward, and 
then engaged ; but when the Rogues found who 
they had to deal with, they edg'd away under the 


Man of War's Stern, and the Greyhourd ſtanding after

| Hours; but little Wind happening, the Sloops gain- 
ed from her, by the help of their Oars; upon which 
the Greyhound left off firing, and turned all Hands 
to her own Oars, and at three in the Afternoon 
came up with them. The Pyrates halled upon 
a Wind to receive the Man of War, and the 
Fight was immediately renewed, - with a"brisk 
Fire on both Sides, till the [Ranger's Main-Vard 
was ſhot down, and the Greyhound preſſing cloſe 
upon the diſabled Sloop, Lom, in the other, thought 
fit to bear away and leave his Conſort a Sacrifice 
to his Enemy; who (ſeeing the: Cowardice.and Trea- 
chery of his Commadore and Leader, having ten 
or twelve Men kill'd and-wounded, and that there 
was no poſſibility of eſcaping,) called out for Quar- 
ters, and ſurrendered themfelves to Juſtice, which

The Conduct of Lom was Garoetainnh in this Ad- | 
venture, becauſe his reputed Courage and Bold- 
neſs, had, Hitherto, fo poſſeſs'd the Minds of all 
People, that he became a Terror, even to his own 
Men; but his Behaviour through "this whole Action, 
ſhewed him to be a baſe cowardly Villain; for 
had Lom's Sloop fought half ſo briskly as Haris 
did, and had ſtood as cloſe to the Buſineſs, (as they 
were under a ſolemn Oath to do,) the Man of War | 
could never have hurted them. 

The ' Greyhound carried in their Prize to Rhode 
Iſland, to the great Joy of the whole Province, tho? 
it had been more compleat, if the great LOW him- 
ſelf had grac'd the Triumph. The Priſoners were 
ſtrongly ſecured in a Goal, till a Court of Vice- 
Admiralty could be held for their Tryals, which 
begun on the roth of July, at Newport, and continu- 
ed three Days.

There was another Whale-Boat belonging to 
the Sloop laſt mentioned, which happened to be 
at ſome Diſtance from her, and: perceiving what 
was doing, rowed with all ſpeed to another Sloop 
not far off, to acquaint her with the Misfortune, 
that the Men might take Care of themſelves; and 
ſhe happily got away in Time. Some Days after, 
Lom took a Fiſhing-Boat off of Block' Iſlavd, * did 
not perpetrate ſo much Cruelty to her, contenting 
himſelf with only cutting off the Maſter's Head; 
but after taking two Whale Boats near Rhode Iland, 
he cauſed one of the Maſter's Body to be rip'd up: 
and his Intrails to be taken out; and cut off the 
Ears of the other, and made him ear them him- 


ſelf with Pepper and Salt; which hard Injun- - 


ction he complyed with, without: making a Word: 
Several other Perſons he would have murthered, 
but Humanity prevailing in the tender Hearts of 


Bis Companions, they refuſed to put his lavage 
Orders in Execution. 


From the Coaſt of New-England, Low ſailed die 
reftly for Newfoundland, and, near Cape Briton, took 
two, or three and twenty " French Veſſels; and one 
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30 Of Capt. EDWARD. Low;'' 
of them of 22 Guns he mann'd with Pyrates, 
making a ſort of a Man of War of her, and ſcour- 
ing the Harbours and Banks of Newfoundland, took 
ſixteen or eighteen other Ships and Veſſels, al 
which they plundered, and ſome deſtroyet. 
In this Cruizg Low fell ſick and dy d, as I am in- 
formed, tho I am apt to believe he was cut off by 
ſome of his Crew, who lately grew weary of his 
inſolent and tyrannical Government. He was 
thirty eight Years of Age, a ſtrong well ſet Man, 
not tall, but big boned : His Cruelty and Inhuma- 
_ nity to Priſoners that fell into has Hands, was not ſo 
generally approved of by thereſt of the Pyrates, how- 
ever criminal they might be in other Reſpects; nor 
indeed could all his Barbarities be related, much 
leſs beheld without giving Nature a Shock. Among 
all the lawleſs Rulers of the Sea, never any came 
up to. him in Cruelty, nor did the dying Groans 
af thoſe he butchered give him Compunttion, or 
move any Paſſion in the Brute, but Anger, Rage 
and Scorn: Even in his good Humours a Man 
could not aſſure himſelf of Safety from him, for 
Danger lurked in his very Smiles; as for Inſtance, 
at the taking of a Virginia Man, Captain Graves, 
the Maſter of her, came on Board his Sloop, and 
at the firſt Salutation, Low takes a ſmall Bowl of 
Punch in his Hand, and drinks to him, ſaying, 
tain Graves, here is half this to you. But the poor 
Gentleman being grieved at the Misfortune of fall- 
ing into his Hands, modeſtly defired to be excu- 
ſed; whereupon Low draws out a Piſtol, and cocks 
it, and taking the Bowl in *tother - Hand, ſwore he 
ſhould either take one or the other; fo Graves with- 
out any Heſitation, made choice of the Vehicle that 
contained the Punch, and guttled down about a 
Quart, when he had the leaft Inclination in the 
World to be merry. ol oh n

Another Time when Low met with a Veſſel be- 
Ionging to the Royal African Company, he asked 
ſeveral frivolous Queſtions concerning the Gover- 
nor and Directors of that Company, and made the 
Men kneel down, and drink Confufion and Dam 
to them all, and to the Duke of Chandois, in parti- 
cular; an nd afterwards told the Men, as they were 
employ'd in that Service, (meaning the Compa- 
ny's,). and who conſequently were their Maſters, 
we ought to behave themſelves with all the Reſpeck 
Duty that was neceſſary towards them; and 
then made them drink the Duke's and all the 
reſt of their Healths, and to the Company's Proſ- 
perity, in the ſame Poſture as when they were 
obliged to curſe them.

being ſo good as formerly, and Birth's ſcarce, be- 
cauſe of the great Number of Seamen; they agreed 
to go abroad in ſearch of Adyentures. "They ſailed, 
or rather row'd out of Port Royal, in Jamaica, the 
latter End of September 1722, in a Canoa ; and com- 
ing on the North-Side of the Iſland, went aſhore 
in the Night, broke open a Houſe or two, and 
rob'd . of ſome Money, and every Thing elſe 
they could find that was portable, and brought 
the Booty on Board the Canoa.
